But these, as well as the others mentioned, 
have felt. and feel with increasing foree, the 
competition of the home-made writers, whose 
makers are strenuously engaged in bringing 
out ‘‘visible’’ writing machines at low prices. 

The Adler Bicycle Works turn out a ma- 
chine on the old Empire (Wellington) model, 
but with some changes.

There is no s ipe! fiuit n Germany of good 
ypew riter machinists and rep rmen. 
There was, of course, no exhibit of German- 
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made typewriters at the St. Louis World’s 
Fair, as the high tariff bars their introduction 
into the United States. 

Typewriter supplies, such as carbon papers, 
ribbons, writing papers, ete., are made in large 
quantities here. The two last mentioned in 
excellent quality. On the other hand, there 
are several well-known brands of American 
carbons that uphold American supremacy and 
have a ready sale, as they are ahead of the 
German article. 

Much of the stencil papers and inks are im- 
ported from England, though we are begin- 
ning to market passable articles in these lines. 

As a general rule American promoters over- 
estimate the absorbing capacity of the German 
market for writing machines. True, there are 
60,000,000 **Rhine-watchers’’ now, and the 
christening bells are never silent; the evi- 
denees of high culture and lively industry are 
in abundance whichever way you look; but 
the offerings for vears have been fully in 
proportion In view of the German competi- 
tion it becomes much more difficult for even 
the best represented American machines to 
hold their prices, they having to work under 
full pressure with heavy working expenses.

The question of locating the serial numbers 
on various machines has often been a source 
of great inconvenience and frequently an an 
noyance to many of us. 

In the following table I have endeavored to 
offer some help in as concise and explicit a 
manner as will enable us to bridge any diffi 
culty that may arise. 


This list, carried with you, will often be 
the means to settle any deal that you may 
have doubts as to how far you may wish to 


exceed vour allowance. 

I realize that many of these machines have 
numbers,’’ or have 
sing their praises; yet it would be wise for us 
all to get familiar with what has been, in 
order to better illustrate in point of argument 
how much further we are advanced in that 
which we are selling. 

I trust that the following will be of use to 
the boys, and when the occasion arises to find 
numbers on ‘‘has beens’’ that without hesita 
tion or fumbling one can readily locate the 
serial number of any machine. 

It gives a tone of confidence anc ready abil 
itv to be able immediately to know something 
of the line you are selling, and a prospective 
customer would be more inelined to favor a 
proposition you may make to him, if you ar 
immediately able to give the serial number of 
the machine they may be using.

NO ONE-MACHINE OPERATOR CAN BE A COMPLETE 


SUCCESS. 


To the Editor of The Sun—Sir: The dis- 
cussions which have taken place in the col- 
umns of the Sun from time to time, dealing 
with the stenographer, her trials and her lim- 
itations, the attitude of her employer toward 
her, and her attitude toward the world in 
general, ought to be made a chapter in that 
great and some time surely forthcoming work, 
‘‘How the Stenographer Found Herself.’’ 
But in the meantime, and before this moment- 
ous subject is given to the public in its finality, 
there is a neglected phase of the stenographer’s 
relation to her work. 

The employer of the stenographer does not 
care what system of shorthand she uses, pro- 
vided she is rapid and accurate in it. But 
he is concerned seriously with the typewrit- 
ten page she hands back to him, for when he 
writes his signature at the bottom, he stamps 
it with his approval and becomes responsible 
for it—errors and all. Expertness in type- 
writing, then, is one of the prime requisites 
of a qualified stenographer. And right here 
is the rock on which many of them go to 
pieces. Frequently I have seen a good sten- 
ographer and typist fall down utterly in a 
new position because of her inability to oper- 
ate the office typewriter. The trouble’? In 
She was a one-machine gir]. 

Time was when a knowledge of 
one typewriter only was essential. But in 
recent vears there has been notable progress 
in typewriter manufacture. Now there are 
many makes, though in common use probably 
not more than ten or a dozen. A typist who 
calls herself expert nowadays must be able to 
operate them all and shift from one make to 
another with facility. Otherwise she is likely 
to be in diffieulty everv time she locks for a 
new job, which presumably will be often. 1 
have been in a position to hire many stenog- 
raphers and to assist others in finding employ 
ment, and I am stating the eold facts.
